President Will Orr said he 
never requested anyone to sign 
a “no-drink” pledge in answes- 
ing one of two campus rumors:

OMETIMES IN THE pursuance of ideals or 
in attempting to attain certain standards, an 
institution risks losing some of its perspective. 
It is easy for an institution to lose sight of the 
individual in attempting to bring the whole 
within a specific realm of attitudes or actions. 


We believe that such a loss of perspective 
has occurred in the administration’s decision 
to ask one of our faculty to find another posi- 
tion, because of his stand on drinking. 


_-.The question of prime importance, we be- 
lieve, is not whether abstinence is right or 


wrong. It is the principle of an individual’s 


liberty to decide the answer for himself that 
concerns us. 


_ In this case, a man of capable teaching and 
professional ability is to be ousted from his job, 
not on the basis of incompetence, but on the 
basis of a more personal-matter. 


True, the college authorities have stated 
publicly their point of view, thereby giving all 
a chance to capitulate. But we wonder if it is 
actually best for the college to contain only 
those who capitulate. ‘The American way al- 
lows, even demands, difference of opinion. 


Christianity does not insist on agreement 


- among alt Christians, even on the question of 


abstinence. 


The professor in question is far from being 
the only faculty member who is not a total ab- 
stainer. He is also far from being one who ab- 
stains least. Does this mean that we can ex- 
pect a future loss of more of our faculty, when 
well-qualified educators are hard to replace?

If every student agrees completely with the 
stand taken by this paper on the race issue in 
fraternities (Holcad, Dec. 16), we are willing 
to let the matter drop, so long as action is 
forthcoming. If there is disagreement on the 
issue, let’s hear about it.

Session Scheduled To Begin June 8 


Over 50 différent courses will be offered in the 1950 West- 
minster college summer session, according to announcement by 
Dr. Everett L. Handy, director of the session. 

The majority of courses will be for undergraduates but grad- 
uate work will be increased, Dr. Handy stated. 

The first term of the summer session will begin June 8 and 


continue until July 19. The second 
term begins July 20 and runs until 
August 30. 

The summer session is open to any 
Westminster student and the grad- 
uate work is open to graduates of 
any college. Under the new pro- 
gram, teacher-training students who 
are within 15 hours of their bache- 
lor’s degree may begin graduate 
work in summer school. 

This plan has been adopted ‘so that 
students who would normally have 
to wait until completion of their 
regular college courses can begin 
work on a master’s degree. 

Names of the instructors in the 
summer school session will be an- 
nounced at a later date, but many 
regular faculty members will teach 
together with guest professors from 
other colleges. 

Courses not appearing on the cur- 
riculum for the summer session will

This is a much asked question, and one 
that is difficult to answer. 
ards seem to be set up by the organization. It 
prefers, by its own statement, to set no arbi- 
trary eligibility tests. 

Although no specific information is avail- 

‘able, some hints as to what is expected may be 


taken from information released concerning 10 


chapters approved recently. 


Westminster can most easily be. compared 


with Coe college, Ia., and Augustana college, 
Ill, because of similar enrollment figures. All 
three are approved by the Association of Amer- 
ican Universities, 

Coe: has an enrollment of nearly 1000. 
There are 70 on its faculty, 14 with Ph.D. de- 
yrees. Augustana, with 1600 students, intends 
to reduce to 1000. Seventeen of its 85 faculty 
members have the Ph.D. Westminster com- 
pares favorably with 80 faculty, some part-time; 
of whom 14 have the Ph.D. It is true, however, 
that many other colleges receiving chapters 
-have a much higher proportion of both faculty 
and Ph.D.’s, . = é 

Cope’s library shows 56,000 volumes, Au- 
yustana’s 95,000, and ours 39,000. Our library 
has increased by about 2,500 in the last year, 
and by almost 9,000 over the past five years. 
Pi Sigma Pi helps with its annual book drive. 

But with large college funds set up to ob- 
tain s6 many things, the value of an extensive 
library should not be forgotten. 

These are by no means the only considera- 
tions, nor are they necessarily the primary ones. 
Other sources indicate that the accomplish- 
ments of graduates are important. Much em- 
phasis, too, is placed on the quality of work and 
the spirit within a college. The organization 
also apparently firmly demands academic free- 

dom in colleges housing its chapters. 
__Would Phi Beta Kappa’s committee on 
qtalifications recommend a chapter if it studied 
our sehool, We don’t know. We rate highly 
on.some points. 

We do know that it would be a worthwhile 
achievement in itself for Westminster to attain 
the high standards that merit having the or- 
ganization. Some thorough introspection, fol- 
lowed by positive action, is what’s needed now.

NATION! TEST! When? 


Yes—Sooner or later we all discover that now is the time 


to cram for exams. Presuming that 
most of you have already received 
the disconcerting news, 1 hope that 
this report will not jolt the remaind- 
er into any drastic move, like going 
to the library for purposes other than 
sleeping and reading-card padding. 


In order that it will not be neces- 
sary for you to change your per- 
sonality and habits drastically to 
meet this crisis; 1 wish to-offer some 
helpful suggestions for study. Nar- 
rowed into four main categories, 
these suggestions have been gleaned 
from conversations with experienced 
undergraduates. 

Just tuck this page of the HOL- 
CAD in: that corner where you keep 
the time schedule which you worked 
out for yourself as a freshman, and 
the mimeographed rules for study 
you were given in elementary psy- 
chelogy. 


How To Study 

To begin, find a test schedule, for 
THIS semester. Undoubtedly some- 
one in the dorm has one ot knows 
where to locate one. Read this sche- 
dule carefully, copying down on a 
sheet, of paper all tests you will take. 
A glance at your major sheet tells 
you the classes in which you are en- 


tolled. 


If you should discover that you 
have two tests scheduled for the 
same hour you may take your choice. 
(Usually chosen by flipping a man- 
hole cover).’ Duplicate grades will 
be given. 

Next, find someone who is taking 
each one of these tests and ask 
whether you may borrow his notes. 
If he won't lend them, ask for his 
text book. With particularly stub- 
born people, call him names and 
maybe he’ll throw it at you. 


Get Comfortable 

Begin by getting into a comfortable 
position in an overstuffed chair. If 
there are no such chairs available, 
lie down on the bed. Are you hung- 
ty? Have your roommate bring you 
something to eat. 

Now that you are ready, decide 
which of these four tested study 
methods best fits your .case. ; 

(1) If you know nothing about the 
subject, read the entire -book. It is 
best to read for long periods of time, 
while standing on your head. This 
method takes just enough concentra- 
tion to keep you awake and alert

(2) If you have gone to class at

(3) In case you fall into the class 
which can distiniguish between books 
for different coutses, (by size, col- 
ot, of some peculiarity), just sleep 
with the book wrapped in a napkin 
under your pillow. 


(4) If you are a good friend of the 
professor, you really have nothing to 
worry about. If you are not, and 
you fit in none of the first three cat- 
egories, I suggest you purchase a 
copy of “How to Win Friends and 
Influence People”, by Dale Carnegie, 
and work fast! 


One last word of encouragement. 
If lulled by some neighboring radio, 
you should fall asleep while study- 
ing—don’t worry. You are bound to 


wake up sooner or later, practically - 


everybody does.

last 10 years, are expected to lower 
the number of students,) excluding 
freshmen, to about 550. Adding 400 
freshmen brings the total to 950, the 
estimate for next fall. 

William A. Johns, director of pub- 
lic relations, reports that/more ap- 
plications have been submitted for 
next fall than ever before,’ accord- 
ing to the president. This is the 


’ reason for expecting such a large 


freshman class, Dr. Orr’ said. 
Faculty -reduction will not be in 
proportion to student reduction, Dr. 
Orr stated. Asa result, he explained, 
the new budget will. not be low 


enough to absorb the loss of tuition.» 


He stated that Ypther parts of the 
budget would help to share the 
“shock” of the decreased income, but 
would not help enough to keep the 
college “out of the red.” 

Others Face Problem 

He indicated that many other col- 
leges will have the same problem of 
lowered enrollments and_ deficit 
spending. For several colleges the 
problem has shown up this ‘year. 

“We expect,” he said, “to get into 
the black again the following year.” 

Asked if any departments would 
be eliminated to save money, he re- 
plied that none would. He indicated 
that some “may” be merged, al- 
though “this is action that can be 
taken only by the Board, which 
doesn’t meet until March.” 

He called it a matter only of “or- 
ganization,” pointing out that it 
would not affect the courses, the 
number of faculty, or the majors.

Poll Shows Education Lack 
As Adults’ Biggest Mistake

When you're in the bored, overworked, frustrated, or non- 
social phase of your next emotional cycle, relegate quitting school 
to last position in that inevitable list of ways out. 

Ths advice would be approved unanimously by 22 per cent 
of a balanced cross section of the adult population, for they 
answered “not getting enough education” when questioned in a 


recent national survey as to the big-g aa 


gest mistake of their lives. 

In a further breakdown, three per 
cent more men than women rued 
the dearth of knowledge as it per- 
tained to the betterment of their 
lives. 

Ten per cent of those diubettaned 
stated that mistakes relating to mar- 
riage were what they thought im- 
peded a happier existence. More 
women than men chose this reason as 
the wrong turn. 

Perhaps some of those who gave 
“wrong choice of a career” and “lost 
opportunities” as the objects of their 


regret could have used a little more 
education, too. After all, careers and 
opportunities are more often than not 
derived directly from education, and 
with more education comes greater 
opportunity and definiteness of ca- 
reer. 


Obviously, the many Westminster 
students who change majors in mid- 
course do not do so for/change of 
atmosphere, but because they have 
learned that they are more suited

HE APPEARANCE of the Delta Nu frater- 

nity represents a forward step in the social 
life of the college. The new fraternity means 
that more men can be admitted to the Greek 
whirl, and that the existing organizations will 
not have to have their ranks so jammed. 

This group represents also, the efforts of 
several young men to gain fellowship and 
pleasure through associating with each other 
in a fraternity organization.

Baby-Analysist Calls Quits

During the last few years; psychology has become more and 


more widely used and applied. 


Both industry and education are 


using it to aid in adjustment problems. 
In fact, the reason this article is being written is because there 
has been a demand for it from a great number of people. Being 
children, both of these people were primarily interested. in child 


psychology. 

This article may, therefore, be of 
interest to elementary practice teach- 
ers. Indeed, both of the children 
who requested that this article be 
written, hoped someday to become 
elementary teachers, because they 
could see that there were definite 
problems in their second grade. 

Solution To Small Problems 

The whole situation can be clari- 
fied by explaining the development 
of emotions in the baby. This can 
then be applied to children, adoles- 
cents, adults, and women. 
= A baby has certain basic needs 
which must be satisfied or its emo- 
tional. development is thwarted, 
warped, or played havoc with. First, 
it is sufficient to say that a baby 
needs a mother and father. Parents 
are fundamental. It goes without 
saying that they would practically 
be lost without them. This is par- 
ticularly true because babies are 
born very young. 

Through certain experiments per- 
formed during recent years, it has 

. been found that the first emotion of 
a baby is that of excitement. Ex- 
citement is aroused by stimulus ap- 
plied to any of the sense organs. For 
example, a baby will become excit- 
ed if such materials as sassafras, cit- 
ronella, burned wood, turpentine, or 
rotten eggs are stuffed into its nos- 
tril by the experimenter. It has also 
been discovered that the pricking of 
a pin or the driving of splinters un- 
der the baby’s fingernails will cause 
it to stir up somewhat of a fuss. 

| Other things that, were found to 

* create excitement in a baby include 
a stiff rap on the knuckles with a 
board, a beating over the head with 
three or four -tin cans, suddenly 
throwing a 30 foot cobra| into the 
baby’s lap or holding the head under 
water (preferably the nurse’s). These 
situations should be avoided by the 
mother or nurse, if possible, because 
they may cause later frustrations and 
aggressiveness. 

Baby Must Respond 

The simvle emotion excitement is 
soon divided into two new emotions, 

| distress and delight. Already the 
baby’s life has become complex. Not 


a 


— 

only is it expected to become excited 
from some external stimulus, but 
preference must now ke shown. In 
some cases, a baby is expected to 
screw up his eyes, flush his face, 
clench his fists, tense his arms, and 
scream bloody murder. This would 
probably happen if a baby were 
dropped from a second-story window. 
This is not guaranteed to bring these 
results. Often it causes death. 

In other situations, the poor thing 
is supposed to kick his nurse very 
gently in the face, increase his 
breathing rate, and make little croon- 
ing noises. These reactions should 
be produced by delight. If a baby 
doesn’t react in this manner, there 
is positively something wrong and 
the baby should be sent to a chil- 
dren’s hospital. At the hospital, a 
technician will frighten the diaper 
off the baby with furry objects, Dra- 
cula movies and other little children. 
If this doesn’t eliminate his unwill- 
ingness to respond as he should, 
nothing will, and the parents of this 
unfortunate child may as well re- 
sign themselves to the fact that their 
baby is a dull normal. 

Often these basic emotions, needs 
of the child, and the way they are 
dealt with, cause the frustration and 
aggressiveness which were mention- 


ed before.

There are two distinet schools of 
thought.as to how aggressive be- 
havior from frustration should be 
handled. Theze are punishment and 
controlled action. The punishers ad- 
vozate the dealing out of punish- 
ment that is greater in intensity than 
the’ aggressive action. If a child 
steals two cookies, push him down 
the stairs three times. Often, how- 
ever, just letting the child eat the 
cooking of some young housewives: 
is enough punishment. 


The other schooi that adheres to 
controlled expression claims that the 
‘e:t method is to let the child con- 
tinue the act. If a parent should 
eatch her son sawing the family dog 
in half, she should not interfere be- 
cause the boy is just showing initia- 
‘tive. It should be controlled, how- 
ever, in that no more than one dog 
should have its parts separated by 
the same boy. 

Either of these procedures may be 
used on a child depending whether it 
is or not. If emotional upsets and 
frustrations are stopped early, in the 
home or the schoolroom, the child 
should grow into a happy, healthy 
ymoron. This should not be regarded 
4s an unfortunate situation by the 
child’s parents. All modern schools 
have installed “opportunity rooms” 
for the dumber than average brats 
to twiddle their time away.

Theatre Will Use 
Elizabethan Theme 
In Play Production 


Ushers, Stage Crew 
To Work In Costume; 


Forry Advises Group 


Little Theatre’s presentation 
of Shakespeare’s “Two Gentle- 
men from Verona,” starting at 
8:15 p.m. Friday, March 10, will 
be given in the manner of play 
production in Shakespeare’s 
time. 

The stage design, which Ed Gallag- 
her is directing, will have a “jester” 
theme, in tune with the Shakespear- 
ean comedy. A canopy will be erect- 
ed over the apron of the stage, each 
corner to be.supported by a jester’s 
scepter. 

The backdrop will consist of the 
same lines which are found: in the 
face and scepter, that is, the pointed 
peak, the circle, the diamond, and 
the. spiral. Ed Gallagher calls this 
“visual rhythm.” 


Color repetition will be followed 
in the lighting, as well as in the 
painting of curtain and props, using 
contrasts of magenta, red, and blue 
to carry out the lines. 

Ushers and members of the stage 
crew will be costumed after the 
Elizabethan manner. Scenes, will 
move from one to the other without 
lapse of time. 

The programs will also be design- 
ed to carry out the Elizabethan 
theme. In addition the theme will 
be emphasized by the movements of 
the actors. 


John Forry, assistant professor of 


Englizh, is serving as technical ad- 
visor for the production in its Eliz- 
abethan aspects. 

Tickets to the production will be 
sold to community members from a 
booth fashioned after an Elizabethan 
castle window, beginning March 2, for 
75 cents. The booth will be in the 
first floor hall of Old Main. Students 
may be admitted by activity ticket. 

No one will be admitted after the 
play begins, it has been announced.

OOKS ‘ARE ESSENTIAL to a proper educa- 
tion. They are the tools with which the stu- 
’ dent expands his knowledge. 

In order for a college to perform adequate-' 


fy its function of providing an education it 


 meeds books, many books. Westminster’s library 
does not contain enough volumes to enable the 
student to engage in adequate research in many 
fields. 


For this reason Pi Sigma Pi, the scholastic 
honorary, is conducting its annual book drive. 
But Pi Sigma Pi alone cannot bring up the num- 


ber of volumes to a point sufficient to permit ~ 
wider and more complete research. We need | 


funds from other sources. 


The recent used book sale in the library 
aided the cause with $190. - The library has the 
congratulations of the Holcad for this move. 


But great expansion requires, great 
amounts of money, and it is just not available. 
However, certain sums of money are at present 
being held in reserve for building projects, 
which are not as necessary as the books are.

Objections can and will be raised to this 
suggestion, but no other suggestion seems quite 
as feasible, unless a special drive for funds is 
conducted. With the-present great demand for 
funds for other projects, this source does not 
6eem too opportune. 


In spite of the difficulty in raising funds, 
the library’s book problem must be solved soon 
if Westminster is to get a chapter of Phi Beta 
Kappa.

Students Work Their Way Through College 


Students are working their way to 
an education and vets are learning 
with the help of money they get 
from the government at Westmin- 
ster as well as at other colleges in 
today’s competitive world. 

There are approximately 200 stu- 
dents at Westminster who are earning 
part of their way in college with on- 
campus jobs, according to Miss Clara 
E. McCandless, assistant. to the bus- 
iness manager. © 

Off-campus, students work in mills, 
stores, restaurants, print shops, and 
hotels. 

Within the college pay roll are lab 
assistants, janitors, librarians, wait- 
resses, dish washers, secretaries, 
Tub workers, proctors, and the girls 
who take roll in chapel. 

After talking to some of these 
people with jobs, it was found that 
some students hold two and three

jobs at once and work as much as 
25 hours a week. 

Most of the students nisdewer 
said that the time spent working is 
not detrimental to grades; girls 
working in the library even insist 
that they have more incentive to 
study than they would otherwise, | 

Payments to students are made 
once a'month. The college rate is 
50 cents an hour. A few interviewees 
indicated that bi-weekly payment 
would be more to their liking to keep 
them in coffee money, but most just 
said it was all “O.K.” with them. 

Students working in the~Tub feel 
that they do more work for their 50 
cents than students in other campus 
jobs. 

Lab assistants say they find their 
work interesting more often than 
students in any other work because 
they are in their own field of study.

N A FREE SOCIETY the right to expression 


is often neglected by. those who have some- 
thing to say, simply because they do not have 
a vehicle to doso. Ina college the student 
should have the opportunity to develop his 
power of expression and his chance to use 
democratic processes. One means to accom- 
plish this is through meetings such as the New 
England town meeting, which students, faculty, 
and other college personnel can attend and give 
their views, ask their questions, and learn more 
about what is going on behind the scenes. 

The ostensible purpose of such a meeting 
would be the spread of information and the clar- 
ification of misconceptions which arise when 
information channels are one-way and/or ob- 
secure. . But probably more important than the 
spread of information or the airing of views,.is 
the unity that the meetngs can engender, a 
unity much needed at Westminster. There are 
many questons to be asked, many answers to 
be given, We all want to know as much as pos- 
sible about college affairs in order that our ac- 
tions and opinions can be more accurate and 
intelligent. 

There is a need in. the educational institu- 
tions of our country for a wider practice of 
democracy. A, greater usage of what we voice 
is the mést effective defense against opposing 
theories of social and political organization, 
which we seem to fear. It’s time to prove right 
what we say is right. 

The meetings could be held about four 
times & semester, presided over by a moderator. 
They can mean enlightenment. They can mean 
unity: No one will deny that we need both.

For Placement Of Foreign Students’ 


Student Council is beginning work in earnest toward bring- 
ing displaced persons to Westminster to study. 


A committee headed by Dodie Renshaw and assisted by Art 
Menno and John Peterson are investigating the possibility of hav- 
ing displaced persons brought to Westminster. They are carrying 
on their work both here and with other colleges. 


The plan for bringing displaced persons to Westminster was 


presented to the board of trustees 
last October in a recommendation by 
Dr. Will W. Orr. The recommenda- 
tion was presented to obtain “a more 
cosmopolitan student body,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Orr. The present enroll- 


“ment reveals over 900 students from 


Pennsylvania, and the rest from 


nearby states. 


The proposal passed the board with 
only one dissenting vote, ‘that by H. 
Russell Weller, Cleveland. 


A college fund, not used for sev- 
eral years, is set up for foreign stu- 
dents and allows one student to come 
here with all payments made. How- 
ever, the fund has been increased 
from $900 to $1,200 and can be divid- 
ed between two students, paying 
their tuition as well as their board, 
but this latter for only one semester. 
Other means must be found to pay 
additional costs for the students. 


The students will live in town and 
work to pay for the room, if possible. 
It is hoped to get second hand book

Undergraduates within 15 
hours of the bachelor degree 


may be admitted to courses at 
the graduate level in Westmin- 
ster’s summer graduate school. 


Comprising the faculty of the 
summer school will be visiting pro- 
fessors from other institutions and 
specialists in education from public 
schools. 





Included in the curriculum are 
courses in education and psychology 
fields. 


The graduate school will offer 
courses in school administration, in- 
cluding statistics and educational ad- 
ministration and supervision. 


Special courses in guidance will be 
offered to all prospective teachers 
and to those who want special train- 
ing in counseling. In addition, a 
seminar in guidance will be offered 
during the second term. 


The elementary school curriculum 
will be conducted as a workshop and 
will include demonstrations, lectures, 
laboratory activities, and research on 
individual problems. 


Other courses in the elementary 
field are children’s literature and the 
improvement of teaching of arithme- 
tic. 

Psychology courses will be child 
psychology, psychology of exception- 
al children, and mental hygiene. 


The radio laboratory and equip- 
ment will be used in a radio educa- 
tion course. A _ special course in 
speech disorders will also be offered.

Captures Shakespeare Mood

“Were man but constant, he were perfect. That one error 
fills him with faults.” Thus Shakespeare described Proteus, one 
of “The Two Gentlemen of Verona” who traveled, sought honor, 
and loved on the stage of Westminster’s “Ye Globe Theatre” dur- 


ing the past week.

speech, and Mr. David E. MacArthur, 
instructor in speeeh, this early com- 
edy by William Shakespeare was 
presented in a professional stvle' by 
Westminster’s version of the “King’s 
Men.” The inspiration of the thes- 
pians was even carried over to Crab, 
the dog, who gave a brilliant per- 
formance. 

A thing which is so often not con- 
sidered by modern audiences is the 
difficulty which actors face in pre- 
senting a 16th century play to the 
cynical 20th century mind. Conven- 
tions such as the trading of rings; 
settings in a far away country, forest 
scenes, disguises,’ clowns and fools 
such as Speed and Launce, complex 
love mixups, series of’ love letters, 
and startlingly quick reconciliations 


in| the final scenes appealed to Eliz- 
abethan theater-goers. 

Probably these people who saw the 
play had a hard time accepting the 
last-minute ‘reconciliation between 
Proteus and Valentine and Proteus 
and Julia, but that is the way 
Shakespeare’s audiences liked it. 

The acting by the Little Théatre 
group in this production was alto- 
gether professional. Lines were read 
quite well and with a| snappy, vigor- 
ous quality. The play-on-words was 
handled exceptionally, well, especial- 
ly| by Bill MacAnallen as Speed, Bill 
Stedman as Launce, and Jean Whit- 
aker as Lucetta.

plays were crowded with word play, 
and it is difficult to read the dialogue 
as crisply as these people did. 

Without a doubt the clear, beauti- 
ful quality of Shakespeare’s poetry 
was most excellently interpreted by 
Croy Pitzer as Proteus and sBarbara 
Cloud as Julia. The reading of blank 
verse is very difficult at best as far 
as interpretation “and poetical qual- 
ity is concerned, and to this amateur 
critic these two did a professional 
job. 

Marianne Bartlett handled the role 
of Sylvia, “a virtuous gentlewoman, 
mild and beautiful,” in a fine inter- 
pretation of a woman who was not 
to be beguiled by the courtly man- 
ners and enamoured words of Pro- 
teus. 

Perhaps the two roles that were 
carried out in the best style of char- 
acter-acting were presented’ by Bill 
MacAnallen and Bill Stedman as the- 
jester and the foolish slave. Mac- 
Anallen gave a perfect interpretation 
of the quick-witted, dancing servant, 
and Stedman’s droll characterization 
proved to his audiences that there 
was a “method in his madness.? 

Shirey Convincing 

Lew Shirey’s role as the virtuous, 
naive Valentine who sought honor 
and_ found love, only to be |deceived 
by his best friend was done convinc- 
ingly. The others in the supporting 
roles did a fine job of rounding out 
the movement of the play, although 
in a few instances the interpretations 
appeared to be rather wooden and 
lifeless. . 

Ed Gallagher’s explanation of. the 
purpose of the backdrops and scenery 
correctly covered the fact that, “the 
setting becomes vital to the play in- 
stead of merely being a painted 
background for the actor.”

Violinist Anita Lipp will perform in Wallace Memorial chapel, 
Tuesday, March 28, at 8:15 p.m., according to artist course director 
Donald O. Cameron, director of the music conservatory. 

On the following night, Wednesday, March 29, Frederick T. 
Wilson, author, lecturer, and historian, will speak in the chapel. 
His topic is to be “Our Accidental Presidents.” 

Miss Lipp’s program will include Vitali’s “Ciaconna,” Lado’s 


“Symphonie Espagnole,” Bloch’s “Vi- 
dul,” Kabalewsky’s “Improvisation,” 
and Wieniawski’s “Polonaise in D. 
Major.” 

At one time a een of violin 
,under Louis Persinger, the teacher 
of famous violinists Yehudi Menuhin 
and Isaac Stern, Miss Lipp began her 
career in Seattle, at the age of five. 
When seven, she gave her first con- 
cert. Her last home town concert 
was in 1942. 

Mr. Wilson, formerly a history in- 
structor and lawyer, has become a 
devotee of writing and lecturing 
during recent years. 


“He completely captivated his aud- 


ience,” declared Henry W. S. Hanson, 
president of Gettysburg college, after 
a Wilson lecture there. 

The only speaker who has address- 
ed the New York City Rotary club 
on four different occasions, he is 
called “one of the most interesting 
and best-informed men in the na- 
tion’s capital” by Arthur Capper, 
U.S. Senator from Kansas. 

ith speaking experiences in all 
48) states, Mra Wilson has addressed 
more than 60 colleges in the three 
states of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
and Virginia. Fourteen of his ad- 
‘dresses have appeared in the Con- 
gressional Record. 

Mr. Wilson is especially interested 
in the subject of United States Pres- 
idents, and lists as his chief hobbies 
visiting historic places and the sour- 
ces of great rivers. 

He holds the honorary degrees of 
Doctor of Laws and Doctor of Let- 
ters.

House Passes Plan 


To Aid Farmers 


Mock Congress Adopts 
ECA In Last Session 


Legislation was passed pro- 
viding for enactment of the 
Brannan Plan, a bill granting 
federal aid to farmers, and 
ECA, a bill to establish a fund 
to aid European countries, at the 
closing session of Westminster’s 
Mock Congress Wednesday night. 


Debated upon in a previous session, 
the Brannan Plan was held up to a 
vote and was passed by a count of 
125 to 93. The ECA bill, introduced 
by the House committee on foreign 
affairs, was carried 167 to 32. 


After defeating a proposed amend- 


ment to the Excise Tax bill, intend- ’ 
“ed as a repeal of wartime luxury 


taxes, the House passed the bill itself, 
163 to 36. The amendment, asking for 
discontinuence of depreciation com- 
pensation allowed on oil and mining 
property, was declared irrelevent to 
the debate and was discarded in the 
vote. 


Among the bills rejected by the 
House was the National Health bill, 
calling for compulsory health in- 
surance giving aid for medical ex- 
penses up to $50. This bill, drawn 
up and introduced by Rep. Sherwood 
Wolfson, was popularly known as 
the Wolfson Bill, and was defeated 
after an amendment and an amend- 
ment to the amendment had been 
passed. 


Another bill defeated by the House 
was the Selective Service Act, or 
Draft bill. Requiring all men of 18 
to register for the draft and to serve 
for 18 months if selected. The bill 
was the center of much debate on 
the floor. 


An amendment. to the Draft bill 
was passed previously exempting the 
Merchant Marine from the Act. 
When the vote was taken, 103 were 
against and 69 were for the Draft 
bill. 

A bill, in the form of a motion to 
establish a national legitimate 
theatre, would not allow discrimina- 
tion against persons of any nation- 
ality, creed, or color. 

With the final session of the Mock 
Congress drawing to a close, Rep. 
Bob Patton moved that formal ex- 
pression of gratitude be extended to 
House Speaker Glenn Reed. This 
was met with unanimous approval 
by the representatives, and Congress 
was retired.

Mock Congress Record Shows 
Four Bills Passed, Six Defeated

‘Westminste}’s successful first Mock Congress ended Wed- 
nesday night with a record that all but belied existence of the 
theoretical Democratic majority on its|/congressional roll. ! 
From President Will Orr’s “State| of the Union” message to 
the recording of four bills passed and six defeated, the event was 
a eee 


marked by an (almost unyielding 
conservative advantage. 

Except for the Brannan farm plan, 
the representatives | rejected every 
major administration proposal pre- 
sented in the four House sessions. 

Other legislation enacted included 
a bill to amend the Veteran’s pre- 
ference act of 1944. The amendment 
divides preference employees into 
two classes, those 60 per cent dis- 
abled and those 20 to 60 per cent 
disabled. 

A bill sponsored by the foreign af- 
fairs committee authorizing an) in- 
vestigation to determine future| use 
of Marshall Plan funds was pushed 
through the House, but not without 
heated debate. - 

In sessions revealing the heights 





and depths) of intelligent argument. .. 
and thought, as well as touches of 
the inevitable humor,-six of 10 major 
bills fell by the legislative wayside. 

The Langer bill, first on the Mock 
Congress calendar, did not pass. It 
would have prohibited liquor ad- 
vertigements in publications affected 
by interstate commerce laws. ~ 

Various leaders in the majority 
party in addition to Speaker of the 
House Glenn Reed took over the . 
chair during the sessions. They were 
Bob Patton, Frank Jones, Bob Ran- 
dolph, Tom Danner, and Mildred 
Henderson.

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Displaced Persons 
r DISPLACED person students are brought 


to Westminster, what will _it mean to the 
college as a whole and to each student as an 
individual, We have no way of knowing for 
certain, for we have not dealt with such a situ- 
ation in the past. Other colleges have and seem 
to find that things work out quite well. 
Yet, before these displaced persons are 
brought here, there are two ‘broad problems 


which must be solved. They are the social 


* problem and the economic problem. 


_ Included in the former are dich conditions 
as association’ of the displaced persons with in- 
dividuals * and association with social groups. 
In short, we must prepare ourselves to receive 
these students, not as novelties, but as human 


beings. There are few of us who do not feel 


- that having displaced persons here will bene- 


fit the college, but there may be those among 
us who would be prejudiced against these in- 
dividuals, e®en if they say they wouldn’t. Be 
fore we bring any displaced persons here we’ve 
sot to rid ourselves of prejudice, yes, and we’ve 
wot to remove all possibility of it. By ridding 
ourselves of our own prejudice, if we have any. 
we ean learn much from the newcomers, should 
they come. The displaced persons can help 
not only the-college but us also. 


In the economic phase, however, we deal 


> 


with problems of a more concrete nature. 


As it now stands, the college will pay for 
part of the displaced persons’ bill. The rest 
is dependent upon, let us say, outside sources. 

-In view O6f-past difficulties in raising money 
here, it would seem advisable that if the college 
wants displaced persons here, the college should 
pay more of the bill than is contemplated. 
Therein lies the big problem. 


It seems inconsistent that the college should 
want to take upon itself even a part of the bill 
for these students when it was revealed that the 
college will operate in the red. Since the fund 
set aside each year for foreign students has not 
been. utilized for several years, it seems that 
the wise’ plan wold be .to help reduce the 
deficit by diverting funds. 


We have no right to ask displaced persons - 


to éome here unless more definite and sub- 


stantial economic provision is made for them. 


We want them, but they should not have to 
work and use second hand goods; they’ve had 


~ quite enough on their minds. 


They can pelp us as a college and as in- 
dividuals. But it is more important that we 
help them.. What is the “primum mobile?” If 
it is the former above the latter, we’d better 

“reconsider the whole matter.

professor of political science, 
heads the displaced persons 


committee which will study 


the matter of bringing displaced 
persons to Westminster to con- 
tinue their education. 


Aiding Mr. Manley are Dr. Wayne 
Christy, dean of men, Duff Brown, 
president of Student Council, Art 
Menro, John Peterson, and Dodie 
Renshaw. These last. three compris- 
ed a former committee working on 
the problem. 


The committee will approach’ the 
problem from every angle, in order 
to overcome all problems which 
might arise. The two biggest prob- 
lems concern finances and personal 
adjustment. 


The college will provide the tui- 
tion for the students from a sum of 
$1200 set aside for the provision of 
foreign students. Funds are avail- 
able for rooms for the displaced 
persons, and board for one will be 
provided by the Alpha Sigma Phi 
fraternity through provision of kit- 
chen work. 


Books will be procured by YWCA, 
while clothing and personal expense 
provision is still pending. 

The academic advisory committee, 
headed by Dr. John Orr, academic 
dean, has accepted the credentials of 
one displaced person. They are 
presently considering the applica- 
tions for one more. 

The displaced persons committee 
seeks aid and suggestions on the mat- 
ter. 


A ‘committee of social psychology 
students is investigating the prob- 
lems of displaced persons on college 
campuses. As a term project, they 
will make recommendations to the 
administration to aid possible dis- 
placed students.

college choir. 


Composed of 95 voices, the Westminster choir which sings at 
each Sunday evening chapel service consists of two complete 
choruses, one in the choir loft and the other in the west transcept 


of the chapel. 

The choir, under the direction of 
James W. Evans, sings music from 
all periods of music history includ-' 
ing the a capella style and accom- 
panied choruses from motets and 
oratorios. 

Until three years ago the College 
choir was known as the Chapel choir, 
though it was known as the A 
Capella choir when on singing tours 
to nearby communities. 

There has always been a group of 
volunteer singers to form a choir on 
camous. But about 1885 the choir 


becamie organized under the leader- 
ship of Professor Austin. 





One fact which few may know) is 
that during the depression years 
there were about 30 members of the 
choir who were paid $25 a year for 
their services.

Change Needed 


YONTINUED chapel irreverence indicates 

that students’ attitudes toward compulsory 

chapel are poor. Such being the case, three 
courses are open to us for the future. 

First, we can let things go on as they are 
and stay, like T. S. Eliot’s “True Church,” 
“Wrapt in the old miasmal mist.” Second, we 
can re-examine the Whole setup to ascertain the 

~ causes of irreverence and revise the situation 
completely. Finally, we could eliminate com- 
pulsory chapel and substitute a healthy, rever- 
ent, voluntary chapel setup. 


Compulsory chapel is considered, oddly 
enough, necessary for a Christian college. 
However, with the present mockery, applying 
the term-Christian to the chapel programs taste 
slightly of hypocricy, for both audience and par- 
ticipants often evince little, if any, enthusiasm 
for the ideology they are supporting, or at least 
tolerating. , 

Some feel that a secular chapel or chapels 
should be held, the remaining days devoted to a 
‘devotional program. Reference to a secular 
chapel is like talking of a square circle. Both 
are ridiculous! In short, the chapel is no place 
for secularism, hence, a new problem arises. We 
need an auditorium. 


The Holcad recommends that steps be 


taken to improve the chapel situation by one of 
the last two ways suggested above, either with 
a new compulsory setup or voluntary chapel.

Charles Dodgson, 


alias Lewis Carroll, is remembered by 


those who remember him for being the author of “Alice in Won- 
derland” and “Through the Looking-Glass.” 


To most, this is his highest distinction, but he should be re- 
membered as a prophet. To prove this I quote four lines from 


the poem, Jaggerwocky, 
Glass.” 


’Twas brillig, and the slithy toves 
Did gyre and gimble in the wabe; 

All mimsy were the borogroves, 
And the mome raths outgrabe. 


In those four lines Lew has given 
us a vivid picture of the modern day 
mess. Profgund, isn’t it? And re- 
member, it was written 79 years ago, 
and by an Englishman yet. 

Just casually reading these lines, 


most persons would take them at face , 
value without seeing the implications ~ 


and double’ meanings the bloke was 
trying to get across. 


’Twas brillig then and things have- 
n’t changed much today. In fact, if 
anything, things are brilliger than 
they. were then. Just look at how 
the customs, styles, and politics have 
changed and it is easy to see that 


= most things are still pretty brillig. 


He thought things were rough back 
in his day but he foresaw that the 
slithy toves would gyre just as much, 
if not more, today. 


Surely we can all see examples of 
this even on campus. It is believed 
that things hit their peak about 1947 
but ‘professors are still having trouble 
with the slithy toves gyreing. Socio- 
logists differ on the increase of the 
slithy toves being able to gimble in 
the wabe but many authorities say 
that changing winds and currents of 
the lakes will cause a still further 
growth of this habit especially among 
the more mature duck-footed platy- 
puses.

Catholics, Unitarians, Christian Scientists, 
members of the eastern Orthodox church and 
others. Most of these currents run through the 
student body, however limited, but not through 
the faculty. : 


But Westminster’s Christianity is limited * 


to evangelical Christianity, and of that segment, 
to thought groups which are fundamentalist— 
and dry. Briefly, the college definition is woe- 
fully narrow. We are not a true Christian col- 
lege from this viewpoint, but a church-control- 
led college. 


From an ethical aspect, the label Christian 
wears a little thin in some college policies. 
Nevertheless, other policies do reflect the in- 

_ fluence of the Nazarene. All policies should do 
so. The college aspects which are definitely 
non-Christian are obvious if one will take time 
to think.: They can and should be corrected. 

Liberal Christianity is radical Christianity. 
True Christianity can only be radical. The mys- 
tical faith of our fathers is conservative. It can 
never meet our needs adequately. 


But if we are attending a church-dominat- 
‘ed college as we have here, we obligate our- 
éelves to follow the rules set by that church, 
while our ideologies remain our own. Those 
rules stem from-a narrow Christianity, to be 
sure, but that Christianity sets forth a sound 
ethic. We are obligated to respect these be- 


havior patterns, not only the students, but the 


faculty,—yes, and the administration too.

Whether or not the Westminster floormen play their games 
next year on a regulation floor in a brand new field house de- 
pends upon the success students have in collecting funds for the 


project, according to Dr. Orr. 


If enough money is not received, the Titans will have to play 
their floor games next year in the present gymnasium, definitely 


playing in the new field house they. 


year after. 

Announcement of plans to erect the 
$200,000 structure were made by Dr. 
Orr to students assembled in the cha- 
pel on the day before vacation start- 
ed. 

He indicated that the field house 
would be constructed around two 
U.S. government surplus army air- 
plane hangers to be purchased in 
Hawaii. It will be over 375 feet 
long, 148 feet wide, and 39 feet high 
at the center. Approximately 4,500 
basketball fans can be accomodated. 

The building will be known as 
Memorial Field House, in honor of 
Westminster students who served in 
the two world wars. It will be of 
heavy steel structure and will be lo- 
cated on a 12 acre plot of land ad- 
jacent to the present football field. 
Large parking space will be provid- 
ed. 

The primary aim is to have the 
field house ready for basketball by 
next fall, while additional physical 
education facilities’ will be added 
later. 

Instrumental in obtaining the sur- 
plus hangers was Ray Dunlop, pres- 
ident: of the Sun Oil Co., Philadel- 
phia, a member of the board of 
trustees. 

The present gymnasium has room 
for less than 100 spectators after stu- 
dents and faculty have been accom- 
modated. The new field house will 
have room for 3,500 spectators after 
students have been seated. 

Grover C. Washabaugh, basketball 
mentor, has indicated that a number 
of name teams can be scheduled by 
Westminster now that adequate seat- 
ing facilities will make that financial- 
ly feasible. It is expected that re- 
ceipts from the games will help pay 
for the field house. 

Joseph Hopkins, instructor of Bi- 
ble, is in charge of getting field house 
funds. During Easter vacation stu- 
dents were given packets of names 
of alumni to contact for funds.

Haydn Symphony 


Donald! O. Cameron, director 
of the conservatory, will lead 
the Westminster college orches- 
tra in its|annual concert Tues- 
day, April 25, in Wallace Me- 
morial chapel at 8:15 p.m. 


The program consists of se- 
lections classic, romantic, and con- 
temporary. For the major work they 
will play the “Symphony No. 4 in 
D Major” by Joseph Haydn. This 
selection is popularly known as The 
Clock Symphony. 

Following an intermission a group 
of three numbers will be played. 
They are “Overture to Iphigenia in 
Aulis,” Gluck; “L’Arlesienne Suite 
No. 1,” Georges Bizet, and “Cuban 
Holiday,” Donald—Phillips. : 

The symphony in.D major is one 
of 12 that Haydn wrote for the Sal- 
omon orchestra. It is typical of 
Haydn’s scrupulously lucid form and: 
orchestration. To many it is the 
greatest of Haydn’s_ instrumental 
works. While there are moments in 
the Symphony of soft tenderness 
where the mood borders.on the wist- 
ful, its predominant note is gay and 
spirited. 

The overture by Gluck was orig- 
inally’ written to go directly into thé 
opening of the opera ‘Iphigenia’ but 
later was revised by Richard Wag- 
ner so that it was complete in itself. 
Its greatness lies in the fact that one 
composer, Wagner, has completely 
captured the mood and feeling of 
another, Gluck. 


The Bizet suite consists of four 
movements depicting life one might 
encounter in a journey to the town 
of Arles in France: The first move- 
ment is a prelude in a fugue form, 
the second a minuet, and the third 
an adagietto, and the fourth depicts 
the ringing out of the town Carillon. 

“Cuban Holiday” by the contem- 
porary composer, Phillips, ts writ- 
ten in the modern styl e. It depicts, 
as one might expect, a holiday in 
the island of Cuba. 

The ushers for the concert will be 
Marge Hastings and Roger Jarvis.

ECE DOES NOT provide an education, 

it provides an opportunity to gain an educa- 
tion. The utilization of that opportunity is 
strictly the business of the individual, and him 
alone. Indeed, the purpose of education is not 
for education per se, that is pedantry, nor is it 
for purely pragmatic ends, as John Dewey 


t 


would hold, although that does enter into the: 


matter. Education should have as its purpose 
.°the stimulation of thought,—logical, clear, crea- 
* tive, and purposive thought. Education should 
teach us to think, not to have our thinking done 
for us. 

A Christian college, then, would be a col- 
lege steeped in Christian attitudes on the part 
of everyone, a college moving forward under 
the impetus of free thought, engendered by 
thought-provoking education and guided by the 
ethics of Christianity, as interpreted in the light 
of the entire Christian experience. Doctrines 
and dogmia must be set aside until the Christian 
spirit is achieved, and this latter is best achiev- 
“ed by men who think, not by men who have 
had their thinking done for them. 

Under the present educational system here, 
the cantankerous disease of sloth has a wonder- 
ful chance to develop. We cannot discipline our- 
selves because artificial disciplines are set up 


~~~. ~~ -for-us in compulsory this and required that. The 


individual is given only a slight chance to de- 
velop. Rigid self discipline would weed out 
the deadwood and establish a new order in ed- 
ucation right here. In a true Christian college, 
duty and value are taught, they are not pushed 
and forced upon the student as irreproachable 
doctrine. 
Christian college means Christian atmos- 
phere, not a hodge-podge of dogma, not a ra- 
_ tionalization of theological beliefs, but Christ- 
ianity in the day to day situation. The Christ- 
- ian religion would soon prove itself. 
Westminster has tremendous potentialities 
as a Christian college. It is time to provide the 


liberal education so loudly acclaimed, by show- “ 


ing the way to think. It leads to liberality, not 
in the sense of education for free men as of old, 
but in the sense of progressiveness through the 
liberality of the modern connotation. We need 
aradical Christianity and an education for 
thought to make Westminster great. 

It is unlikely that aims as high as these 
will ever be achieved here. There is a tre- 


mendous inertia to be bucked and we might as _ 


well face it. It is not the purpose of Westmin- 
ster to promote the Christian college as defined 
above, but to promote United Presbyterianism. 


This is not wrong, of itself, but it does not seem © 


idealistic enough. 
The ultimate aim of education is not the ad- 
yancement of a doctrine or a belief. It is to lift 


_man out of the abyss of ignorance, sloth, and 


_ hate through rational man. 

National College day is upon us. We are 
about to do a selling job. We ought to consider 
well the product we have to sell. Is it as good 
as it can possibly be? Does it stand up to its 
claims? If not, then we have a reconstruction 


job to do—from the inside. 
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“No, no, no!

— At present, allegedly, the plan is to build up 


the library-with the profits from the field house 
‘and dormitory. This means needless delay. 
The money should be earnestly sought now. 

An adequate library is one step to guar- 
anteeing that educated students will leave 
Westminster, and that is the duty of a college. 
Other things have their place, but education 
must be paramount or we lose our worth as an 
educational institution.

“If chapel were not compulsory I 
know I wouldn’t go and yet I feel I 
need it. I do not think the writer 
(of the editorials) knows the mean- 
ing of ‘rigid self-discipline.’ The ad- 
ministration is doing the best it can.” 


Commenting on the statement 


that the faculty and student body,, 


to be Christian, should contain those 
of other faiths a junior girl said, 
“Unitarians don’t even claim to be 
Christians. I think it’s all right for 
a United Presbyterian college to take 
a firm stand on issues or doctrines 
believed by the U.P. church. “Nor 
does it necessarily follow that it 
makes the school intolerant.” 

“The person who chose Westmin- 
ster knew the Bible courses were re- 
quired and didn’t need to come here 
unless he wished to,” commented 
another junior. A senior girl be- 
lieves that, “Compared to other 
church colleges, this college is lib- 
eral.” 

In criticism of the editorials sev- 
eral students stated: 

“I do think some of the ideas (in 
the editorials) were not too clear, 
which always causes a discussion as 
to what the person is really talking 
about.” 

“They (the editorials) are too 
vague for me to either agree or dis- 
agree with them.” 

“I'm afraid many students failed 
to see exactly what the editor was 
trying to put across.” 

In praise of the editorials one 
junior said, “I’m happy to see that 
someone has at last found the cour- 
age to attack the cant and hypocrisy 
to be found in the alleged Christian- 
‘4ity in this college.” 

And a senior summed it up with, 
“The college puts religion, business, 
and education in that order of im- 
portance. The order should be edu- 
cation, religion, and business.”

i THE COURSE of printing any publication, 
be it a large daily newspaper or a small col- 

- lege weekly, the finger of scorn and criticism is 
often directed thereto, and in many cases 
charges such as irresponsibility, griping, and 
hyper-criticism are leveled. Of course, in some 
cases such charges are justified, but not always. 


Another charge leveled against a publica- 
tion or its editor is one of not being in posses- 
sion of “all the facts.” This is a valid criticism, 
if this critic is in possession of, all the facts, and 
it is quite certain no one can possess them all. 
A newspaper critic must be in newspaper work 
to give the best criticism. A college student is 

—in college, therefore he has some basis for a 
critical approach on that matter. 


A most important factor in criticism is the 
attitude of the critic. In this aspect, most crit- 
icism becomes so intensely subjective that it 
should be accepted for the truth, even if it is 
but a tiny bit, that is in it. The whole criticism 
does not stand or fall on the basis of the atti- 
tude of the critic any more than the personal 
temperatment of an artist determines that his 
_work stands or falls.’ & 


F In like manner, the-attitude of anyone 
‘apart from the newspaper must be considered 
should criticism of the newspaper, its person- 
nel, or its’policies come therefrom. Yet, out- 
side critics very often have conceptions of a 
newspaper’s function which newspapermen 
cannot accept. Until the critic meets with 
newspaper problems, and it’s sure the Holcad 
is more familiar with college matters |than out- 
side students are of Holcad problems, their 
criticism of the publication seems to rest on a 
most insecure basis. ei

Holcad Continues To Report 


Campus News For 66th Year

_ The Holcad is in the midst of its 66th year of publication as 
the student newspaper of Westminster college, having reported 
the life of this institution to varying degrees of accuracy and 


interest during the years since 1884. 
Looking at it from 1950, there is evidence of the move in 
journalism from the chatty style of &———__—-_ 


the 1880s to the straight news used 
in this issue.- The publication was 
‘started in 1884, only 32 years after 
the founding of the college. 

Holcad readers in. 1892 got the 
news only, once a month, and -even 
then it was mostly poetry, jokes, and 
advertisements. The October, 1892, 
issue was a 38 page, 1014 by 714 inch, 
paper bound as a leaflet, with a pic- 
ture of a viking ship in a storm at 
sea On the front cover and an ad- 
vertisement for Strimater Bros. 
ladies clothing store in New Castle, 
on the back. - 

The_news in this paper was writ- 
ten in an esay style and the only 
names used were in a history of ‘the 
class of 77, a feature without a by- 
liné. The paper contained advertise- 
ments from as far away as Erie and 
Cleveland. Its editor was John Don- 
_aldson, 93. 

By 1915 the Holcad had grown to 
a 15% by 11 inch, eight page weekly 
costing $1.50 a year. Headlines were 
used on the front page stories rather 
than the titles used in earlier papers, 
and there was a sports page. On 
this sports page in the Oct. 23, 1915 
issue there was a story stating that 
Waynesburg had called off a foot- 
ball game with the Titans. It rea- 
soned that it had been done “prob- 
ably to avoid an overwhelming de- 
-feat.” 


TKA Arrives 


The June 6, 1916, issue carried a ” 


two inch story on the front page 

about Westminster being granted a 

chapter of Tau Kappa Alpha. The 

paper-called this a high compliment 
to be the first college. in the vicinity 
. to receive such-a charter. 
The same issue spent seven inches 
-on exclamations over a-hay ride and 
picnic taken by the Bible class the 
preceding Monday afternoon and 
* evening. A column called the Peri- 
scope (could Newsweek be stealing 
‘from us?) contained an. unsigned 
paragraph: 

Many things bore me,—for ex- 
ample, inspirational lectures, 
chess, Bennett’s “These Twain”, 
problem dramas, fifteen cent 
magazines, and Mary Pickford. 
Then I get tired hearing people 
say that David Belasco as a play- 
right is a master of realistic de- 
light. Why, Belasco still lights 
the stage from above, on the 
principal that the sun. shines 
through the ceiling instead of 
through the window. 

Nov. 23, 1916, the paper was a Six 
column, 22% -by 15 inch, four page 
publication. Stories looked a little 
more like news. Pictures for the 
1918 Argo were being taken that 
. week by White’s studio, New York 

city. 
Editorials Appear 
“This issue showed the first signs 
- of editorials as such, separate from 
The news stories and the feature page. 
. However the editorials were strict- 
iy pats on the back for the football 
team in the closing game of the sea- 
son. The advertising was from’ the 
same clothing stores in New Castle 
and Sharon, and the Taylor Millin- 
‘ery Company advertised a “New Tam 
Crown Hat” for $4.85. 

_ The 1917 Holcad followed the pat- 
tern of the 1916 one, only using more 
pictures. An editorial commented on 
President Wilson’s address to the 
Ship Builders Union. There was an 
honor roll of 46-men students who 
had been taken by the army, and the 
story of defeating Tech in basketball 
- in the March 2, issue. 

In 1926 the Holcad shrank again 
to a four page, 19 by 12 inch paper. 
The Oct. 19 issue that year had an 
editorial on school spirit on its front

page beside a 13 inch reminiscence 
over the last week’s Homecoming 
celebration. 

Advice from a column called the 
Sharpsville. Freight said: 

To remember things tie|a 

String on your finger, by heck.

Chapel Criticized 

An editorial condemned hazing of 
freshmen which had cost a student 
“a broken leg, body injuries, and a 
year of his life.” Another editorial 
spoke with approval of the non-com- 
pulsory attendance of the three 
upper classes at chapel services.. It 
said “worship ‘in the truest sense, 
cannot be compelled.” It also criti- 
cised, “present chapel programs tend 
to make the service one of routine 
rather than of worship. This ‘tell- 
ing of beads’ effect becomes mono- 
tonous.” 

Williamson’s advertised rayon silk 
underwear at special low prices. (75 
cents to $1.50) In 1927 the paper was 
the same size but looked more like 
today’s Holcad, having five columns 
and used two and three column head- 
lines on big stories and two-column 
features on the front page. 

The subscription price was up to 
$2 a year, and the editorial column 
voiced an appeal for more reverence 
in chapel. There were still literary 
pieces in the paper, and the junior 
class presented a play called “Sec- 
ond Childhood” in the | Community 
house. 

The June 7, 1927 issue announced 
that'a faculty ruling had abolished 
hazing. This issue devoted a great 
deal of space to a campaign to inter- 
est alumni in the Holcad and in the 
college. It also reported the ground 
breaking ceremony for Browne hall. 

Gossip Popular 

1933's Holcad had a column called 
Holcadabra containing remarks like 
“We see that Bill Mankenick and 
Mary Lou Held are still) proving |the 
old adage, ‘Two can walk as close

as one. 

The Dec. 8 issue told of losing our 
first basketball game to Akron Good- 
year, and “The Dancing Lady” star- 
ring Joan Crawford and Clark) Gable 
was playing at the Penn Theater in 
New Castle. 

A story on “Hillside’s Date Bureau” 
in the Oct. 18, 1935, issue promised 
zll men dates for a Halloween dance. 

Jan. 10, 1936 brought a “Vacation 
Hangover Edition”. The banner 
headline was “NAT’L GOVERN- 
MENT GOES PFFTT!!”. The issue 
was a farce and contained a story of 
the murder of a football player by a 
rich psychology professor with a red 
tape machine. 

A May 1936 Holcad reported girls 
Olympic games with 15 district high 
schools visiting the campus. Hol- 
cadabra said “My nominations for 
Tap Day with a sledge hammer; the 
person who has a reserve on the book 
I want to renew; the person in class 
who bdlurts out the correct answer 
to all the questions I know before I 
get a chance.” And a trio called 
“The Coquettes” sang over WKBN, 
Youngstown. 

Today’s Holcad is still four page 
and weekly;. it uses more pictures 
than the old ones, has less personal 
society: columns, and no literary com- 
positions, but features news.

White Building Across From Library. 
Provides Meeting Place, Fellowship

By far, the most popular building on Westminster’s campus 
is the Tub. The white building beside the conservatory, across 
from the library, does not have the classic appearance of Old 
Main, nor does any student further his academic career formally 
as in the class room, but the Tub is where almost everyone 


sometime during the day. 

Here students and faculty consume 
more than 2,600 cups of coffee a 
week. They eat almost 500 hamburgs 
iand drink 700 cups of tea in the short 
period of six days. 

The Titan Union Building, as it is 
officially named, was started a little 
more than three years ago. Formal 
oepning was March 16, 1948. It was 
first inspected by seniors and juniors 


‘and then by freshmen and sopho- 


mores before the official opening. 

For years, such a place had been 
needed by the school and finally, 
when materials could be purchased 
after the war, it was started. Much 
credit for the present arrangement 
goes to Dr. Lloyd Cleland, , then 
president of the college and also to 
Ross Ellis, business manager. 

J. Roy Burnside was named man- 
ager of the new enterprise and he 
has retained this position. There are 
five persons who work full time in 
the Tub. Besides Mr. Burnside, Mrs. 
Nellie Longwell, Bertha Hutchison, 
Henry Price and Harry Ewalt are 
employed full time. Along with 
these, a number of students work in 
the Tub part time. 

The Tub is open ‘all year except 
when the college is not in session. 
During the school year it is open 110 
hours each week. Monday through 
Thursday it is open from 7:30 a.m. 
to 10:30 p.m. and on Friday and Sat- 
urday night it stays open until 11. 
Sunday the Tub.is open four hours, 
from 2 until 6 p.m. 

When the Tub was first opened, 
the equipment was valued at about 
$12,000 but since the opening new 
things have been added. 

It is the aim of the Tub to give

i the past two thousand years, in 
the humanities. »During the same 
period_of time, our advance in) sci- 
ence has been almost ineredible (It 
is perhaps fair to point out that this 
has all been strictly man made pro- 
yress.) Our religious ideas remain 
those derived “from a second-hand 
account found in Hebraic legend, 
apostolic biography, and mystic spec- 
ulation as interpreted hy the Cal- 
vinists of the time of the Protestant 
Revolt. Our. religionists cee and 
sometimes deplore—the new know- 
ledge obtained by science every day. 
They observe from) contepts of art 
and musie changing with time. Then 
they sit back and ‘claim that their 
field is static and formalistic. This 
in contrast to every other field of 
human endeavor. They — say | that 
they have achieved the absolute in 
their field. In spite of the fact! that 
religion is the most speculative and 
controversial field ‘of knowledge. 
Calvin was a lawyer and codified 
the religious opinions and specula- 
tions of his time. His conclusions, 
possibly, were adequate for his time., 
That time was several htindred years 
ago. What is needed today is a sci- 
entific examination of religion. An 
examination: to discover what re- 
ligion knows and to scrutinize the 
conclusions drawn from this know- 
ledge. If the religion can not stand 
up under this examination, it must 
he replaced and/or discarded, In, 
this scientific age there is no room 
for obsolete, semi-valid, or false’ 
moral-religious concepts.

Illmars Kalnins and Andrius Liaupsinas, the first from Lat- 
via and the second from) Lithuania, have been approved by the 
college committee on admissions for entrance here next fall, ac- 


cording to the president's office. 


However, official notification of completion of the students’ 
processing has not been received from the World Student Service 


Fund group. 

Kalnins, who plans to study either 
chemistry or physics here, is 24 
years old. He-has studied chemistry 
at the Hannover Technical univer- 
sity, Hannover, Germa Previous 


_ to this, he had served in the German 


army during 1944 and 1945. He pro- 
fesses ‘an intetest in basketball and 
high jumping. 

Liaupsinas is 23 years old and will 
study chemistry. He studied at the 
Lithuanian college in Munich, Ger- 
many, being graduated from there jin 
1947, He worked |as a swimming 
teacher in 1947 and 1948.

“Love is blind”, said Chaucer, Shakespeare, and Coleridge, 
although there are many who might dispute their word; but one 


thing is sure, love is nothing. 


At least on the tennis court love is nothing. Not love like 
the birds and the bees but love like when I play tennis with any- 
one who can swing the bat or stick or what ever it is they hit 


the ball with that I can’t.

While tennis may look like a 
simple game, just keeping score 
takes a Chinese abacus.

As Juliet, from Shakespeare’s

Greater Competition For Jobs Predicted 


What is the job) outlook for the 
more than 300 Wesiminster students 
who will graduate this June along 
with the largest number of graduates 
in this country’s history, about 500,- 
000? 

Although not as promising as 
1947 and 1948, the job outlook for 
this year’s graduates is good, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Department of 
Labor’s Bureati of Labor Statistics. 

Mr. William A. Johns, head of the 
Business and Industrial division of 
the Westminster Bureau of Occupa- 
tions, states that the job opportuni- 
ties for Westminster graduates in 


_ these fields is better than his de-

of the growing competition in bus- 
iness and industry. 

In the elementary school teaching 
field, Westminster graduates can 
still choose from a number of jobs,

The over-supply of secondary 
teaghers is expected to exceed the 
1949 figure of four teachers [for every 
job. The only shortage in high 
school teachers will be in| rural areas 
and in special subject fields. | There 
will be more English, social science 
and physical education teachers than 
needed.

competition for better jobs. Educa- 
tional requirements for management 
executive ~ positions are increasing 
and the number of college students 
studying business has_ increased 
greatly since the war. 

Engineers too will find increasing 
competition in industrial fields, al- 
though industry is expanding. Em- 
ployment opportunities in engineer- 
ing will be greater within four or 
five years. 

There is stiff competition in law 
and in journalism. The legal pro- 
fession is already overcrowded and 
the best opportunities are in medi- 
um-size and small cities. The re- 
porting field is overcrowded, with 
three times as many journalism 
graduates last June as in years be- 
fore the war. Jobs are available in 
advertising, radio, and the trade 
publication field. 

Opportunities in chemistry for 
those with graduate training is good, 
and pharmacists will find employ- 
ment within the next few years. 
Women with training for the nurs- 
ing profession or training as dieti- 
tians will be in demand. 

Our June graduate may have to 
look harder for his job, but he has 
a good chance of getting one.

‘Everybody Ik So Friendly’ Here

Among the 300 or more freshmen who entered Westminster 
college this fall is a blonde-haired student with a friendly grin, 
whose name is Andy Liaupsin. You won't be able to tell Andy 
from the rest of the freshmen when you meet him, but when ‘you 
talk with him you'll discover that his background is very  dif- 
ferent from that of most Westminsterites. 

Andy Liaupsin is a Lithuanian who left his country |and 


fled: with his 
when the Russians moved into Lith- 
uania in 1944. His mother and sis- 
ter had been taken to Germany as 
forced labor before 1944, so when 
the war ended in 1945 the family 
was reunited at a displaced persons 
camp in Thuringia, Germany. 

The Americans, Andy says, took 
him to a D.P. camp in Bavaria, and 
in Munich he graduated in 1947 from 
a Lithuanian high school. 

An attempt to enter Tubingen 
university in the French zone of 
Germany was made by Andy fol- 
lowing his graduation in the spring 
of 1947. As a displaced person he 
could not officially travel from one 
zone to another but he did manage 
to get to Tubingen and attend the 
university for one month. He had 
no money when he slipped into the 
French zone, but it was the lack of 
food cards which finally forced him 
to return to Bavaria. 


Cigarettes which cost two marks 
in Germany today were selling for 
100 marks at the time; and in the 
overcrowded university he was per- 
mitted to enter the chemistry lab- 
oratory only twice during the month 
he studied there. 

Differing from Westminster, Tub- 
ingen university had no dormitories 
and only one subject was required. 
Andy believes we get a broader ed- 
ucation at Westminster because we 
don’t specialize so much during the 
first year. He also likes the sports,

Men Drop Behind In New Class 


The 165 women and 139 men of 
this year’s freshman class are seldom 
thought of as a group except where 
statistics are concerned, but as this 
year’s group becomes oriented, some 
comparisons can be.made to fresh- 
man groups of former years. 

During the war, the classes enter- 
ing the college were primarily wom- 
en. A large group of veterans and 
a much larger class entered as fresh- 


men in 1946, but the college has 
been striving for a more equal bal- 


‘ance of men and women students 


since then. Last year’s freshman 
class of 306 contained 179 men and 
127 women, compared with this year’s 
class of 304, so the size of the class 
has not changed. 


There are a few more transfers at 
Westminster than last year and the 
number of students who are veterans 
has been constantly decreasing. In 
1947 there were 581 veterans at West- 
minster with 98 in the freshman 
class. In 1948, 57 veterans entered as 
freshmen and last year only 36 ent- 
ered as freshmen. 


In comparing ages of this ‘year’s 
class, Recorder Isabel Ramsey be- 
lieves that.the average age of 18 in 
last year’s freshman class is about 
the same again this year. We have 
few students over 28 years of age 
compared with 1946 and 1947, 


Freshmen often change their ma- 
jors several times before they make 
a final decision, but if the prefer- 
ences of this year’s class are any in- 





dication, fewer students are taking 
science, economics and the social 
sciences while more plan) to study 
the liberal arts. 


Miss Ramsey explains that fewer 
students are taking the sciences | be- 
cause there are fewer men in,the 
class and women students prefer) the 
liberal arts such as English, history 
and languages. The elementary |ed- 
ucation department is also: growing. 


How many of the present fresh- 
men will actually graduate in four 
years? Miss Ramsey says that a 
national average before the war was 
about one fifth of the students who 
entered actually graduated. Since 
then the trend has been for many 
students to change colleges every 
year so no predictions are possible.

Consultant Hits’ Local Fund Soliciting Will Launch | 


UN Korea Policy 


By Lynnette Wilson 

UN handling of Korea is 
“Well-intended, but _ ill-con- 
ceived,” said Dr. Robert T. 
Oliver, consultant for the Kor- 
ean delegate to the United Na- 
tions, in his chapel lecture last 
night. 

-Dr. Oliver referred to recent re- 
ports that the best way to set up a 
government for the entire Korean 
people would be to start from scratch. 


"Since 33 nations have recognized the 


Rhee government as the republic of 
Korea, both of North and South, this 
seems impractical. Dr. Oliver be- 
lieves that the UN will probably hold 
an election in North Korea to com- 
plete the organization. 


Admittedly prejudiced because of 
his love for the Korean people, Dr. 
Oliver stressed the fact that North 
Korea and South Korea are one 
country. “The 38th parallel is an 
invisible boundary.” 


One of the impressions that our oc- 
cupation forces brought back was 
that the Korean people were un- 
friendly towards them. In an at- 
tempt to explain this, Dr. Oliver 
stated that Korea had been promised 
her independence “in due course” 
at Cairo in 1943. However, the Unit- 
ed States has waited for Russia to 
decide when “in due course” was to 
come. 


Now chairman of the department 
of speech at Pennsylvania State col- 
lege, Dr. Oliver has been consultant 
for the Korean commission in Wash- 
ington, and ‘assistant to Syngman 
Rhee, «president of South Korea.

Laughton Captures 
Literature’s Moods

Boistrous and quiet, lusty 
and reverent—such Was an eve- 


ning with Charles Laughton 


The famous actor thrilled a 
capacity group with his moving 
presentation of great literature. 
His easy informality brought a sense 
of nearness that held the group 
through the entire program. 


From his first shuffling entrance 
to the last friendly wave of his hand, 
Mr. Laughton succeeded in carrying 
his listeners wherever he willed with 
his oral artistry. The complete con- 
trol of his text enabled him to turn 
his attention to pure sound, giving 
his readings a warmth and person- 
ality. 

Humor broke the ice. A few sim- 
ple poems and a Thurber version of 
‘Tittle Red Riding Hood” put the 
vroup in Mr. Laughlin’s grasp. 

From the point of descriptive beau- 
ty, the Christmas selection from Dic- 
ken’s “Pickwick Papers” was out- 
standing. 

By request, Mr. Laughton dropped 
into his famed role as Captain Bligh 
in “Mutiny on the Bounty”. 

From Shakespeare came a love 
scene from the comedy, “A Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream”. Vocal variation 
marked this work as -Mr. Laughton 
switched quickly in several different 
characters. 

Readings from the Bible included 
the “139th Psalm” and the story of 
the fiery furnace from “Daniel”. The 
former passage was delivered with 
more emotion than in his other read- 
ings. 

Mr. Laughton closed with Lincoln’s 
famous “Gettysburg Address”. He 
described it as the greatest in the 
English language.

Student conduct committee has not 


been consulted on any phase of the > 


incident. Last night, in a meeting 
called by student members of the 
committee to discuss the campus 
feelings and ‘possible action of stu- 
dents, no encouragement was given 
t6 the group that the case would be 
re-opened at any time for considera- 
tion by the committee. 

Immediately following the an- 
nouncement by the college that Dahl- 
gren has been suspended for the rest 
of the school year, petitions were 
circulated criticizing the college’s ac- 
tion and advocating equality ‘in the 
punishment of the fraternity officers. 

Other former officers of the group 
were suspended until after the 
Thanksgiving recess. They are Jim 
Russell, Herb Mullen, Paul Decker, 
Bill Hartwell, and Bob Longtine. 

The fraternity’s Christmas and 
Easter formals were cancelled, but 
other normal social activities are not 
affected. The Sig Eps may re-enter 
intramural athletic competitjon at 
the opening of the softball season in 
the spring. 

Pledge rights are cancelled until 
November, 1951, and the chapter 
house is out of bounds to all, fresh- 
man students for the rest of the 
academic year. 

The fraternity is on probation un- 
til September, 1952. Further viola- 
tions may result in closing the house.

“The peculiar value: of a

From her experiences as a 
foreign correspondent and pho- 
tographer on an international 
scale, Margaret Bourke-White 
will speak in the college chapel 
Thursday, Nov. 30, at 8:15 p.m. 
in the second of the year’s lecture 
series. 

“African Odyssey”, the |topic of 
Miss Bourke-White’s address, is 
based on her news assignments 
there. One news’ story she covered 
for Life magazine was that of Eng- 
lish-born Ruth Khama, who married 
an African chief and went to live 
with him in a tiny jungle kingdom. 

During the war years, as the first 
woman reporter credited to the US. 
Army Air Pores and the only non- 
Russian photographer to cover the 
Russo-German conflict, Miss Bourke- 
White photographed the siege of 
Moscow. From this experience came 
her book, “Shooting the Russian 
War.” 

Born in New York, Miss Bourke- 
White grew up in Cleveland. She 
entered Columbia university to study 
art and design, but decided jinstead 
to become a biologist and went to 
the University of Michigan for that 
purpose. When lack of funds forced 
her to quit school, she took a posi- 
tion with the Cleveland Museum of 
Natural History. 


Later, while attending Cornell uni_ ~ 


versity, and once more in need of 
money, Margaret Bourke-White 
turned to photographing college and 
university| buildings. She found en- 


. thusiastic buyers of her pictures 


among college authorities, and this 
encouragement helped determine her 
career as a journalist.

Allegheny, playing its last 1950 
game, came back at once. Midway 
in the second quarter halfback Jerry 
Watson returned a punt 19 yards 
to the Titan 34. A line buck went 
for one yard before Don Malmberg, 
Allegheny quarterback, fired to Wat- 
son on the eight-yard line for a 
score. 

Westminster led 14-7 only 25 sec- 
onds later. Carl Mantz grabbed the

Westminster will bring down the 
curtain on the 1950 football season 
tomorrow, and if pre-game expect- 
ations prove correct there will be 
little,joy following the finale. 

Carnegie Tech, along with St. 
Vincent, is stealing the spotlight 
among the district’s colleges this 
season. Prior to last week’s drub- 
bing by Lehigh, the Tartans were 
undefeated. Tech is something of 
a newcomer to the Westminster 
schedule, since the two teams have 
not met since 1942. In the 12 pre- 
vious meetings the Titans have won 
four, lost seven, and tied one game. 

Though Tech is now playing 
strictly “small time” football, the 
scHool has an enviable past as a foot- 
ball power. In 1926 the Pittsburgers 
scored a surprising upset over one 
of Knute Rockne’s best teams. Two 
years later the Skibos pulled anoth- 
er surprise by handing the Irish their 
first loss at home in 22 years. In 
1938 Carnegie Tech was champion in 
the East. 

“Big time” football was killed at 
Tech in 1939 with the formulating 
of the present de-emphasized pol- 
icy of “athletics of the students, by 
the students, and for the students.” 

Much of the Plaid’s present suc- 
cess after several disastrous post- 
war seasons is attributed to Dr. Ed- 
die Baker, a dentist by vocation and 
football coach by avocation. Dr. 
Baker quarterbacked the University 
of Pittsburgh’s great teams of 20 
years ago, leading the Panthers to 
the Rose Bowl in 1929. After grad- 
uation he served Dr. Jock Suther- 
land as backfield coach at Pitt until 
1937. While in this capacity he 
helped to develop Pitt’s immortalized 
“Dream Backfield” of 1938.

Construction has begun on 
the steel framework of West- 
minster’s new field house fol- 
lowing delivery of steel last 
weekend. | 


Available at present is enough 
steel for the playing floor area. 

The framework. structure will not 
be erected for approximately two 
weeks. Should all conditions be ideal 
and should the enclosure be erected 
so that. the workmen will be able to 
work inside, there is an outside 
chance of having the field house 
available for late season games. 

Meanwhile, six games originally 
scheduled for the field house have 
been transferred to the Farrell, Pa., 
gymnasium. These games are with 
Pepperdine, Duquesne, Arizona State, 
Pitt, Detroit, and Washington and 
Jefferson. 

They will be rescheduled for the 
field house if the structure is com- 
pleted in time for any of them. 

The field house will contain room 
for two basketball floors when com- 
pleted. Locker rooms, three offices, 
an officials’ room, a student man- 
ager’s room, a first aid room, a class 
room, a large kitchen for use by the 
New Wilmington missionary con- 
ference, and rest rooms will take up 
the rest of the space. 

With dimensions of 222 feet by 157 
feet, the field house will hold 3,500 
spectators.
